Seating 
‘deal’ for 
sports fans 
proposed

If all goes as planned, within the 
next four weeks, information will be 
released on how to purchase BYU 
football and basketball tickets for 
next year. 

The new ticket program that BYU 
special events and the ticket office 
will feature next year is a proposal 
they are calling the “double deal.” 

The double deal proposal would al- 
low students to purchase both football 
and basketball tickets during the 
summer, with preferred football seat- 
ing if the sports fan purchases tickets 
for both sports. 

“We want to reward those students 
who support us in both sports,” said 
Val Hale, assistant athletic director. 
“The proposal is 90 percent finalized.” 

Fans who buy the double deal will 
be given football seating in the east 
stands and regular rotated basketball 
seating. 

Those who choose not to purchase 
basketball tickets will have football 
seating in the end zones. Those who 
purchase only basketball ticket will 
get regular rotated basketball seats. 

“The reason for this change in tick- 
ets is to establish student demand for 
basketball tickets,” said David Miles, 
Marriott Center ticket manager. 

The double deal idea was proposed 
last year by the athletic department. 
But after the Student Advisory Coun- 
cil gave some suggestions, the ath- 
letic department changed its decision, 
Hale said. 

“J am in favor of the initial pro- 
posal, but SAC hasn’t made any deci- 
sion as of yet,” said Mindy Anderson, 
SAC representative in charge of tick- 
ets. SAC is scheduled to meet and to 
discuss the double deal proposal to- 
day at 4:30 p.m. in 8347 ELWC. The 
meeting is open to the public.

Ethnic conflict increases 
in former Soviet Union

AGDAM, Azerbaijan — Wails of 
mourning mixed with gunfire 
Wednesday as Azerbaijanis buried 
their dead and fighting edged closer 
to the city bordering the disputed re- 
gion of Nagorno-Karabakh. 

Azerbaijan’s government  con- 
demned last week’s Armenian assault 
on the town of Khodzhaly as “deliber- 
ate genocide” and accused common- 
wealth troops of complicity. The com- 
monwealth armed forces denied 
involvement. 

Presidents Boris Yeltsin of Russia 
and Nursultan Nazarbayev of Kaza- 
khstan made urgent appeals for a 
cease-fire in the bloodiest ethnic con- 
flict in the former Soviet Union. 
Nazarbayev said he was “especially 
stunned” by the attack on Khodzhaly. 

The Azerbaijan presidential 
spokesman, Rasim Agayev, said in 
Moscow that “not less than 1,000” Az- 
erbaijanis were killed in the Feb. 25- 
26 attack on Khodzhaly, a town of 
7,000 in Nagorno-Karabakh, an em- 
battled enclave in the southern Cau- 
casus Mountains. 

Armenia disputes the claim as ex- 
aggerated. 


Fighting Wednesday near Agdam 
in Nagorno-Karabakh killed seven 
people and wounded 15, according to 
Azerbaijani Interior Ministry offi- 
cials. 

“We will never forgive the Armeni- 
ans for what they have done, until we 
expel all of them from Azerbaijani 
territory, and we will do that,” said 
Azerbaijani Col. Kurban Kurbanov. 

Before the latest casualties, more 
than 1,000 people had died in four 
years of fighting over the mostly Ar- 
menian region of Nagorno-Karabakh, 
which has been under Azerbaijani 
control since 1928. 

Sporadic automatic weapons fire 
crackled around Agdam on Wednes- 
day and helicopters buzzed overhead 
as the battle for control of Nagorno- 
Karabakh moved closer to the city of 
120,000 people. 

Gunmen fired shots into the air to 
clear a path for ambulances and 
trucks carrying the wounded through 
Agdam to a World War II-era hospi- 
tal train, where doctors conducted 
surgery at times without anesthetic 
and had to strap patients to the oper- 
ating table. 

“Sleep. Food. They don’t matter to 
me,” said Dr. Yegubov Sattar, who 


said he has treated up to 300 wounded 
from Khodzhaly in the beat-up, 
seven-car train at a platform outside 
Agdam. 

“We need antibiotics, blood and all 
kinds of other medicines.” 

Refugees from Khodzhaly, 12 miles 
from Agdam, streamed to cemeteries 
and to the city’s central mosque to 
weep for victims of last week’s attack 
and wait for more bodies. Azerbaijan 
said Armenian snipers reportedly 
were preventing recovery of some 
corpses. 

Agayev, the Azerbaijani presiden- 
tial spokesman, accused former So- 
viet troops of joining Armenian forces 
in the slayings. 

He said dozens of former Soviet ar- 
mored personnel carriers and tanks 
had surrounded Khodzhaly, and that 
residents “spoke of Russian officers 
and soldiers who broke into their 
homes, who marauded and murdered 
the people.” 

A commonwealth military 
spokesman, Col. Ivan Skrylnyk, de- 
nied former Soviet troops were in- 
volved, saying soldiers were “prohib- 
ited from taking part in any of the 
military operations on either side. 
They have been fulfilling this order.” 
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Study of ozone layer raising eyebrows 


BERLIN — Withasky-is-falling urgency, European nations are rushing to 
ban ozone-eating chemicals after a study said a vast hole may open over their 
continent this winter. 

In recent weeks, startling new data have prompted governments to shave 
years off their timetables for banning chemicals that weaken the earth’s 
natural sunscreen. 

“It’s time to understand that sensible people don’t utter dire warnings 
unless they are really very scared,” said British scientist Joe Farman, who in 
1985 discovered the only known ozone hole, over the Antarctic. 

On March 23, the 12-member European Community is expected to ban 
production and consumption of ozone-eating chemicals by 1995 and reduce 
their use by 85 percent by the end of next year. 

The EC’s environment ministers endorsed the proposals during a meeting in 
Portugal on Feb. 22. The community said it will seek to get the rest of the 
world to follow suit. 

The action followed President Bush’s Feb. 11 order for a U.S. ban on 
chloroflourocarbons, or CFCs, by 1995. 

The bans are full five year ahead of the international Montreal Protocol 
signed by the United States in 1987. 

But some European nations are moving even more quickly. Germany and 
the Netherlands are considering comprehensive bans by 1993. 

CFCs are commonly used in refrigerators; air conditioningsand aerosol 
sprays, and in foam and solvent manufacturing processes. 


Infertility doctor convicted on all counts 


ALEXANDRIA, Va. — A federal jury Wednesday convicted infertility 
doctor Cecil Jacobson on 52 counts of fraud and perjury in a case in which the 
prosecution alleged that Jacobson may have fathered as many as 75 children 
through artificial insemination. 

Jacobson, 55, appeared to show no emotion when the verdict was announced 
after four days of deliberations. He faces up to 280 years in prison and $500,000 
in fines when he’s sentenced May 8. 

Jacobson, who now lives in Provo, Utah, is credited with introducing 
amniocentesis in the United States to diagnose defects in unborn babies. He 
was charged with defrauding patients by artificially inseminating them with 
his own sperm while claiming to use other donors. He also was charged with 
tricking patients into believing they were pregnant when they were not. 

“T spent my life trying to help women have children,” Jacobson said after the 
verdict. “It’s a shock to be found guilty of trying to help people. ... I certainly 
did not willfully or intentionally harm anyone.” 

But jury foreman Daniel Richard told reporters outside the courtroom that 
he was convinced that Jacobson lied to his patients. Jacobson admitted on the 
witness stand he knew the hormone treatments he gave patients would remain 
in their bodies until after their pregnancy tests, Richard said. 

“We knew he was lying to those patients,” Richard said. 


No injuries reported after chemical spill 


SALT LAKE CITY — Although Tuesday night’s hydrochloric acid spill at 
1987 S. 700 West spread a cloud over a four block area, no injuries were 
reported, said Capt. Dan Andrus of the Salt Lake City Fire Department. 

“To our knowledge, no one was injured in this incident,” Andrus said. The 
Salt Lake Police Department did not receive any reports of injuries. 

Andrus said the spill occurred when the acid ate through the liner of a 5,000 
gallon tank. Approximately 500 gallons had leaked onto the ground when the 
spill was discovered around 9 p.m. 

The chemical cloud spread to 1100 West, Andrus said. A quarter-mile 
square area was evacuated. People were allowed back into the area after the 
gas had dissipated at 11:30 p.m. 

The case has been turned over to the federal branch of the Department of 
Transportation, Andrus said. “The case falls within their jurisdiction, and 
they are investigating the incident.” 

The Utah Poison Control Center had received more than 50 calls from 
citizens about the spill. 

Andrus said the spill was accidental and was not criminal in nature.

Protest rages 
over release 
of head coach

Students participating in an all-day 
protest against the Wasatch Board of 
Education gathered Tuesday morn- 
ing on the front lawn of Wasatch High 
School in Heber. 

The protest, organized by a group 
of students, was in response to the 
school board’s decision to replace Ron 
Tree as the head football coach. 

Tree had served as head coach for 
eight years, but in December the 
board decided to reassign the position 
out of necessity for a “change in the 
program,” said Brad Kendall, the 
school’s principal. 

More recent events surrounding 
the reassignment raised concerns 
among the students that the school 
board does not listen to them. 

Students and members of the com- 
munity have asked the board to re- 
consider the reassignment in meet- 
ings since December. 

But last Friday the board voted 
down the proposal to reconsider. 

About 25 percent of the school’s 
population | participated in the 
protest, Kendall said, holding up 
signs addressed to the school board 
saying “It’s time for a change — we 
want you out,” “We don’t need a new 
coach, we need a new school board” 
and “What about our representa- 
tion?” 

They also chanted “School beard 
for sale.” 

Coach Tree said he is touched ‘and 
appreciative of the support of the stu- 
dents and the Heber community. 

“It’s an overwhelming experience 
to know that so many people care, so 
many people are concerned and so 
many students want me to be in a 
position that I care to be in,” he said. 

A recent survey showed that 98 
percent of the Heber Valley residents 
don’t agree with the actions the board 
has taken, Tree said. 

Even if Tree is replaced, students 
told the Salt Lake Tribune that their 
protest may open the eyes of the com- 
munity and may be a catalyst for some 
change in the makeup of the board 
and help to improve their representa- 
tion. 

The school’s administration partici- 
pated in “business as usual,” not tak- 
ing any specific disciplinary actions 
toward the students, Kendall said. 

“We kept it pretty low-key — we 
didn’t want to make it a bigger issue 
than it already was.”

Perry, an assistant at the Disabled 
Support Office, said, “BYU has its 
limitations because many buildings 
were built long before there was a 
great concern for accommodating 
the handicapped.” ; 

BYUSA President-elect Jason 
Hall said that many areas on campus 
are problem areas for handicapped 
people. Hall, a 21-year-old English 
major from Boise, Idaho, is also a 
quadriplegic. He said, “The W.W. 
Clyde Building and the Carl F. 
Eyring Science Center have almost 
no accessibility.” 

The Jesse Knight Humanities 
Building and the Ernest L. Wilkin- 
son Center are two of campus’s 
poorest areas for accessibility. 

“You can’t get from one area to

another without going outside and 
around,” said Jack Nelson, commu- 
nications professor. 

Nelson, who is confined to a 
wheelchair, was a student at BYU 
over 25 years ago and said BYU has 
done a good job changing facilities 
when they have been made aware of 
the need. 

“There was not a lot of awareness 
to the problem then and it was very 
difficult to get around (in a 
wheelchair),” Nelson said. “Now 
BYU is very conscious of making 
these accommodations,” Nelson 
said. 

According to Kenneth Long, a se- 
nior majoring in English from Las 
Vegas, and a student assistant at 
the Disabled Support Office, said 
when a new building is constructed 
at BYU, a disabled student meets 
with an architect to give input on 
how to best serve a disabled per- 
son’s needs. As a result of these 
meetings, the new Joseph Smith 
Memorial Building is very accom- 
modating. 

“BYU does a good job of making 
changes, but awareness of our diffi- 
culties needs to be increased.

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Study says cortisone not destructive

For many years doctors and re- 
searchers have thought the steroid 
drug cortisone has had a destructive 
effect on soft muscle tissue. Two 
BYU professors have done a study 
that proves it does riot. 

Rulon Francis, a professor in the 
human research laboratory, and 
Richard A. Heckmann, professor of 
zoology, found that the destructive 
effects on soft muscle tissue, which 
doctors thought cortisone - caused, 
could actually be caused because the 
patient uses the muscle before it is 
healed properly. 

J. Wesly McWhorter worked with 
the professors on the project in order 
to finish his doctorate degree in phi- 
losophy. 

After testing several lab animals, 
the team found the drug does not have 
a destructive effect on muscle tissue. 

Cortisone made its debut in the 
medical world in 1948, Francis said. 
Since then the drug has been used 
extensively, especially in athletics. 

Francis initially became interested 
in cortisone and its effects on athletics 
20 years ago when Dick Felt, a player 
for the Boston Patriots, got tendinitis 
in his Achilles’ tendon. 

The tendon was treated with peri- 
odie cortisone treatments before it 
ruptured during a football game. Doc- 
tors believed cortisone could have 
weakened the tendon and caused the 
rupture. 

After studying cases around the 
country, Francis believed cortisone

was not to blame for athletes’ in- 
juries. In three different studies, he 
found cortisone does not have a de- 
structive effect on soft muscle tissue. 

Francis’s theory states that corti- 
sone masks an athlete’s condition, 
which allows them to resume activity 
prior to being completely healed. This 
premature activity can subsequently 
tear the tendon. 

Felt said at the time of his injury, 
cortisone was thought to make ten- 
dons brittle and contribute to the rup-

No Cost 
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American system 
primarily working 


Utah’s first presidential primary Tues- 
day left Democratic voters with Paul 
Tsongas as their choice for president, left 
the Republican voters with no choice and 
left people wondering why Bill Clinton 
didn’t fare better. 

There are no simple answers, but Utah’s 
results raise some interesting questions. 
For instance, why did Clinton grab only 18 
percent of the vote when the day of the 
primary, his wife appeared on the front 
page of both Salt Lake daily newspapers? 

The answer to this could spell trouble for 
Clinton. In Utah, where even the 
Democrats are conservative and mostly 
Mormon, Clinton’s campaign is reeling be- 
cause of his inability to shake the allega- 
tions of infidelity in his marriage. 

Those allegations are going to be hard to 
shake, and although they probably won’t 
cost him the southern primaries, he won’t 
win the delegates he would have without 
the scandal. 

His strategy to send his wife Hillary to 
trump up votes for him may have been 
meant to show evidence of a strong mar- 
riage, but in Utah this strategy didn’t pay 
off. 

On the flip side, Tsongas took the win by 
flooding television with his swim-trunk 
clad image. His victory from commercials 
could mean two things to future cam- 
paigns. 

Hither people are becoming even more 
influenced by short blips on their televi- 
sions that tell nearly nothing about the can- 


didates, or people’are responding to a can- 
didate with a non-traditional image. 

On the Republican side, the only thing 
that came out of Tuesday’s primary was 
that some Republicans were mad they 
didn’t have one. New’s reports last night 
even said some Republicans were voting 
Democrat just to vote. Utah’s Republican 
leaders back Bush, and barring a miracle, 
he will again carry Utah in November. 

On the national scene, though Buchanan 
has seemed to make his point, Bush looks 
like he’ll garner the nomination with ease. 

The only thing certain in the Democratic 

presidential race is that it’s looking like 
there will be a free-for-all in July. Clinton 
doesn’t lead the race for delegates; neither 
does Tsongas, Brown, Kerrey or Harkin. 
The candidate with the most delegates is 
that unpredictable “Mr. Uncommitted.” Of 
678 delegates won thus far, 230 are uncom- 
mitted. That’s higher than Clinton’s 198 
and Tsongas’ 110. And with Super Tuesday 
around the corner you can all but bury Bob 
Kerry and Tom Harkin. 
America’s system seems to beat work and 
all of the debate and discussion will most 
likely lead toa better presidential nominee 
for the Democrats. However, Democrats 
probably won’t know until the final hours of 
their convention who that mystery candi- 
date will be.

Rotating ticket plan a bad call

What is up with BYU men’s basketball? 
The fact is,.a lobis ap. The men’s basketball 
team a th ee first: lage inthe Rete 
ern Athleti¢e Conference and suré to.get.a bi 
to he NCAA oe . 

Okay, so that is what’s up with the basket- 
ball team. Maybe a more appropriate ques- 
tion then is “What is up with the fans at BYU 
men’s basketball games?” That question re- 
quires some analysis. 

This year only 2,832 season tickets were 
sold to students. That is the smallest number 
of student tickets ever sold; it’s even worse 
considering the ticket office reserved 9,000 
student season tickets at the start of the 
year. 

So what is the problem? Perhaps it is that 
BYU sells tickets on a rotating basis. This 
means the same student never has the same 
seat twice in the same season. In more realis- 
tic terms, it means the same student will not 
have seats where he can actually feel a part of 
the action more than twice a season. 

The administration says it does not want 
students to have to camp out to get season 
tickets. If it randomizes sales, then anyone 
can sit anywhere at any given time. Again, 
what this actually means is that someone who 
doesn’t care a whole heck of a lot can have as 
good a seat, or better, than someone who 
would give his right arm to see the Cougars 
play basketball. 

One of the basketball players said earlier 
this year that if he were in charge he would 
surround the court with students. That 
would be a great step forward. 

Anyone who has gone to a basketball game 
in the Marriott Center has probably noticed 
an obvious lack of enthusiasm among the 
“fans” in attendance. When there is cheering, 
yelling, etc., it is either from the privileged 
few who actually got a seat near the court or 
from those true die-hard fans who will come 
to the games even though they have to bring 
their oxygen tanks with them. Aside from 
those two groups, the rest of the masses are 
virtually silent. 

But where is the real support seen at other 
universities? Where are the people who will 
cheer their team on to victory even if the 
team is down, or even ahead by 20 points? 
Head coach Roger Reid said he appreciates 
the support the crowd gives him and his 
team. He said he tells people everywhere he 
goes that BYU has the best fans in America. 

But we beg to differ. A crowd that can do 


little more than boo referees and players 
needs some improvement. But, in a different 
light, maybe the problem is not with the fans 
but with the seating arrangements and ticket 
distribution. Most basketball fans have heard 
of the Cameron Crazies at Duke University. 
They are notorious for being creative, loud, 
and above all, supportive oftheir team. Some 
may say that'is because Duke is No. 1 in the 
country and therefore elicits more enthusi- 
asm. The question should be posed, however, 
“Ts Duke consistently a No. 1 team because of 
its unwavering fan support?” 

One of the reasons Duke fans are so excited 
is because they feel a part of the action. Duke 
University reserves all the courtside seats 
for its student body. And it obviously works 
to their benefit. 

BYU, however, takes a different approach. 
In an attempt to fill the Marriott Center next 
season, the administration is proposing anew 
ticket distribution program. This “double 
deal” program would require a sports fan to 
perenene basketball tickets at the same time 

e purchases his football tickets. Those who 
buy both sets of tickets will get preferred 
east stand seating in Cougar Stadium and will 
get regular rotating seats for basketball 
games. Those who only buy football tickets 
will only get seating in the end zone. Those 
who only buy basketball tickets will still get 
rotating seats. 

The administration claims this is an at- 
tempt to help those students who support 
both sports. A noble sounding claim it may 
be, but it doesn’t wash. It is an attempt to 
force people to buy two sets of tickets when 
they may really only prefer one. And it is 
assuming that no one would want to buy bas- 
ketball tickets unless they had the added in- 
centive of getting good football seats. Coach 
Roger Reid said he stays out of ticket-selling 
policies, but that he would like to think his 
basketball team could stand on its own two 
feet without leaning on the strong football 
program. 

At last, a proposal that makes common 
sense. Basketball should stand on its own 
merits instead of being tied to football inter- 
ests. The two do not necessarily go hand in 
hand. Why not sell basketball tickets on a 
first-come-first-served basis. Yes, it might 
require spending the night to get the tickets 
and that might be a bit of an inconvenience. It 
would, however, guarantee that those fans 
who have the courtside seats are the most 
dyed-in-the-wool, true blue, rise-and-shout 
Cougar fans at the university. And maybe 
that enthusiasm would help fill the Marriott 
Center — something the administration ap- 
pears to think cannot be done.

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Board of Parks and Recreation 
to fund 11 riverway projects

The Utah State Board of Parks and 
Recreation recently allocated addi- 
tional funding to 11 riverway 
projects. 

“The money was broadly dis- 
tributed to projects throughout the 
state, and they’re excellent projects,” 
said Lyle Bennett, grants coordinator 
for the Division of Parks and Recre- 
ation. 

Waterways have traditionally been 
the source of many recreational expe- 
riences that people enjoy such as fish- 
ing, boating, trail hiking and wildlife 
observation. 

Utah residents will begin to enjoy 
more of these activities later this 
year, thanks to funding for riverway 
enhancement projects provided by 


the Legislature. 

“The Legislature approved funding 
for riverway enhancement for the 
first time since 1985,” Bennett said. 
“The Legislature appropriated 
$750,000, which will be matched by an 
equal or greater amount by local gov- 
ernment recipients.” 

Provo City has received funding for 
trail construction under the I-15 un- 
derpass. This is the last of four under- 
pass projects that will allow year- 
round use of the Provo River trail 
system. The trail extends from Utah 
Lake State Park to Provo Canyon. 

Another project approved for this 
area is the expansion of South Fork 
Park in Provo Canyon. 

The Riverway Enhancement Advi- 
sory Council provided recommenda- 
tions to the board on how the money 
should be distributed.

New college hot spot boasts 
an entertaining atmosphere, 
art, local music and good food

A new restaurant is attracting 
BYU students by the hundreds. The 
Living Room in downtown Provo 
features an informal atmosphere, 
subdued lighting, live entertainment 
and a changing array of local art. 

The Living Room was founded by 
former BYU student Brian Paris, 
23, from Scotts Valley, Calif., to filla 
cultural need he observed in Provo. 

“A lot of BYU students need 
something to do at night that is 
halfway enriching. Besides movies 
and dancing, there’s not a lot of op- 
tions for students,” he said. 

Paris said The Living Room has 
universal appeal. “We all need to ex- 
perience more music and art. I try to 
provide a fulfilling place to go,” he 
said. 

Many of the musicians who per- 
form at The Living Room are BYU 
students. “The BYU groups like to 
play on our stage because at least 60 
percent of the audience is from 
BYU,” he said. The bands are paid a 
commission from'the food sales be- 


cause there is no cover charge at the 
door, except on Wednesdays. 

Paris said the no cover charge pol- 
icy can sometimes cause problems. 
“We get a few guests who expect 
something for nothing. They come in 
and enjoy the music without buying 
any food,” he said. 

The alcohol-free setting is one of 
the major appeals for BYU stu- 
dents, Paris said. “This is a good 
place to hang out, watch videos, en- 
joy music and mingle with a nice 
crowd,” Paris said. 

One difference Paris sees between 
The Living Room and other night 
spots in Provo is in the crowd’s atti- 
tude. “My patrons sit down and pay 
attention to the musicians here in- 
stead of getting rowdy. The quality 
of our solo and duet musicians usu- 
ally impresses everyone,” he said. 

Paris opened the restaurant last 
year using his own funds and the 
venture is paying off. “Business is 
doing so well that we have opened 
for lunch and deliveries,” he said. 
Paris would like to expand the busi- 
ness-to six nights a week: 

The paintings hanging on the 


walls are painted hy BYU students 
and lucal artists in acpes they will be 
sold. However, some of the paint- 
ings have been permanently do- 
nated to the restaurant. 

A BYU graduate student is in the 
process of painting a mural on the 
back wall. “We are going for some- 
thing impressionistic in the mural so 
you can apply your own interpreta- 
tion,” Paris said. 

Another kind of art is found at the 
Living Room but only in the bath- 
rooms — graffiti. “I don’t clean it off 
in the restrooms because it’s kind of 
atradition. People go crazy express- 
ing themselves there. We’ve even 
had customers decorate the toilet 
seat,” Paris said. 

One regular musician is Greg 
Smith, a BYU graduate in Russian 
from Provo who performs classical 
music and “the blues” on his solo 
guitar. “I love the chance to share 
my music,” he said. 

Smith appreciates the casual at- 
mosphere of The Living Room. “It is 
a great place to go at night with 
friends. You- can hear-good music 
instead of sitting at home,” he said. 


Ask-A-Nurse’s staff helps callers 
assess their medical emergencies

In the two years since their phones 
were installed, nearly 300,000 callers 
have dialed Ask-A-Nurse, a toll-free 
health information hotline sponsored 
by Intermountain Health Care. 

Ask-A-Nurse lets callers talk to 
registered nurses 24 hours a day 
about any health care matter. The 42 
full-time and part-time nurses say 
they have answered questions about 
everything from how to find a physi- 
cian to what to do about swollen 
glands. 

“Presently, our nurses answer ap- 
proximately 1,000 calls every day,” 
said Belle Rowan, R.N., director of 
Ask-A-Nurse. “Approximately 25 


percent of our calls come from Utah 
County. From the calls that the 
nurses take, a large percentage of 
calls are from BYU students or young 
couples,” Teri Durham, administra- 
tive coordinator, said. 

Young parents and students who 
are from out of town and don’t have 
any nearby family are typical callers, 
Durham said. “Those are the people 
who have a lot of questions ... and 
want to avoid costly emergency room 
bills. That’s what we’re here for — to 
help assess the urgency of their symp- 
toms and tell them how soon they 
need to go in for medical attention,” 
she said. 

Jennifer Petersen, 20, a sophomore 
majoring in psychology from Tacoma, 
Wash., said, “I called one time be- 
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cause I was freaking out because I 
lost a contact in the back of my eye. I 
was told to flush my eye with fluid; it 
took almost an hour, but it worked.” 

Ask-A-Nurse is not a substitute for 
911, the emergency phone number for 
life-threatening situations. Rowan 
said if callers suspect a life-threaten- 
ing situation, they should call 911 im- 
mediately. 

In Utah County, Ask-A-Nurse can 
be accessed by calling 877-8488. 
Rowan said callers should expect 
about a five-minute wait when 
calling. The busiest hours are early 
mornings and early afternoons, 
Rowan said.

after power bill overcharg@

The refund to citizens after a power 
bill mistake, bid opening for the com- 
pletion of Springville’s new hy- 
droelectric project and county annex- 
ation of the city library were some of 
the issues addressed by Springville 
City Council this week. 

Several citizens living outside 
Springville city boundaries filled the 
council room to request an explana- 
tion and refund for their January 
power bill. Calvin Baxter, superin- 
tendent of Springville Power, said 
residents living outside city 
boundaries who are serviced by 
Springville Power received an unex- 
plained increase in power rates on 
their January bill. 

“It took us all by surprise,” Mayor 
Delora Bertelsen said. 

Baxter told angry citizens that 
there is really no explanation for the 
fee increase. For some reason county 
residents who receive an all-electric 
rate on their power bill were charged 
regular power rates, said Baxter. 

Audry Waters, who lives in Hobble 
Creek Canyon, said that her January 
power bill was increased by about 
$50. Another county resident said her 
phone bill was 32% higher than aver- 
age. 

Harold Mitchell, Springville city 
attorney, said a glitch was discovered 
in the city’s existing power rate ordi- 
nance. Springville has no existing 
rate for county residents who are ser- 
viced by Springville Power, he said. 

Bertelsen said the law requires 
power rates and fees to be written by 
ordinance. County residents have 
previously been covered, but one 
month’s bill slipped into higher rates, 
she said. 

The council took action and ap- 
proved refund for the overage 
charged during the month of January 
while glitches in the fee code were
